It ja Interesting to observe that 
amongst animals either the colour 
of the animal {fs concealing, when 
we openak of protective coloration 
and adaptation to environment, or 
ono of the sexes, usually the male, 
{a brightly coloured, partly or 
wholly, and we explain 1t on tho 
theory of sexual selection. 

Briofly this theory Is somewhat 
as follows. In the animal world 
thero is in most species an excess 
of males over females. Hence. the 
females, when ‘mating, can exert a 
choice, that is, reject one male in 
preference for another male. Tho 
females are Influenced in making 
this cholce by the bright colours 
and so-called ornaments of tho 
males — that is, their manes, 
mantics of hairs, frills, crests, 
tufts, combs, wattles and other 
appendages. ' 
Attracting The Ladies 

In course of time, by a long 
continuance of this sexual selee- 
tion, the males have beevome in- 
creasingly strikingly .appendaged 
or vividly coloured. This theory 
tnvolves the belief thnt the orna- 
ments and bright colours excite 
the females and influence them In 
thelr cholce of mates. 

But is this theory true, which 
most if not all , biologists, have 
been brought up on and which is 
quite famiHar to the ,educated 
layman? Major Hingston in a.re- 
cent book, “The Meaning of 
Animal Colour and Adornment,” 
refutes , it and develops another 
hypothesis. . In this’ book in sup- 
port of his view he takes examples 
from every type of animal, from 


{man and monkeys to birds, frogs 


and ‘butterflies. His hypothesis is 
that the ornaments and contrast- 
{ng colours of the males ‘are for 
threat and aggression. As a first 
example he takes the lion. The 
ffon is tawny ~ coloured” and® well 
adapted to its environment; but 
there are three regions where the 
tawny is replaced by black, the 
mane, the tail tuft and the patch 
at the back of each ear. When a 
Non 1s angty or akout to charge he 
makes three intimidating gestures; 
1, he spreads his mane, 2, he 
whisks his tall above his back, 8, 
he draws back his ears. These 
movements bring into prominence 
the black markings and make him 
much more conspicuous. The con- 
aplcuous rolours are therefore ap- 
parently for expressing anger. 
Major Hingston calls the condi- 
tions of the presence of two sets 
of colours, one protective and one 
aggressive, the theory of colour- 
conflict.

Caterpillars 


Caterpillars, being free-living 
embryos and sexless, cannot 
possess bright colours for the pur- 
pose of rivalry, so, when they aro 
present, they must be exclusively 
for the purpose of threat to 
enemies. If a bright colour-pat- 
tern signifies a threat, then we 
might expect that the defensive 
weapons of a caterpillar, its hairs: 
and spines, should be brightly 
coloured; this is frequently .the 
case. Hairy and spiny, caterpillars 
are often vividly coloured ; black, 
red and yellow. ~ 

Other caterpillars are hairless 
and to all appearance defenccless. 
Some of these escape observation 
by hungry birds by being so well 
adapted-to ‘their-environment-that 
they are difficult to see; we think 
at onco of looper catorpillars. 

But there is a third class that! 
has ao hidden defensive menace. 
In Hong Kong, Swallowtail Butter- 
flies are common; the caterpillars 
of many of these are: in general 
green, with no obvious aggressive, 
colours, but they are fairly well, 
adapted to their environment. : 
Grip one between finger and thumb’ 
and out will shoot from behind the 
head a curlous bflobed horn-like 
structure (in’.reality a hollow, 
tube), of a red, lilac, blue or other 
colour, depending on the apectes, | 
which emits an obnoxious odour.

What we are more concerned with at the moment is the 
question of how long the tragedy and the silence are to be con- 
tinued, and whether there is anything that can be done about it. 
It appears that there was a proposal for a loan under interna- 
tional auspices, and free therefore from the suspicion which at- 
taches to. loans made by any one Power, for the relief of famine 
and the start of such industrial development that would add to 
the means of subsistence. This was prohibited by the Japanese. 
who ‘have been in control for longer than has been realised.

that in 1857 an attempt—very 
nearly successful—was made to 
poison the entire European popu- 
Intion of Hong Kong. Those were 
the early colonial diya when the 
Mandarins offered a handsome re- 
ward of, money and position for 
the life of any foreigner, whatever 
his country. 

At this time Alum the Baker, fn 
deflance of his: countrymen, sup. 
plied the 400 odd European 
families in the Colony with bread. 


“On the morning of January 16, 


the bread was delivered as usual a 
little before & am. After break- 
fast was over people became giddy 
and sick, and throughout the day 
the doctora of the Colony were oc- 
cupied attending to parties all 
presenting the same symptoms. 
Bread was taken. from different 
homes and each portion ‘analysed 
separately, Aracnfe was found in 
both the white and brown—one. 
drachm of arsenic to a pound of 
bread. Much less than the con- 
tents .of one lonf would have 
caused death, ‘ 
Alum himself, after the bread 
was safely delivered, took his 
family and bonrded the steamer 
Shamrock for Macao. After 


breakfast on the steamer several 
were taken sick and suspicion fell 
con Alum, who kept himself shut 


up with his family. 

‘Mr. Robinet, a Hong Kong mer- 
chant, who was yery sick after 
breakfast, soon found out that 
others were suffering In the same 
way, and so enquired after Alum. 
Finding that he had left for 
Macao, he decided to go after him. 
On overtaking the Shamrock, he 
found Alum in his cabin. He fm- 
mediately grasped him by his pig- 
“You are my prisoner und must 
go with me” . 

Alum answered at once: 

“Any man have die Hong Kong 
side?” 

Alum was returned to Hong 
Kong and imprisoned as chief in 
guilt, his father  .econd, and -50 
others employed by him. After a 
trial which caused great excite- 
ment and held the public interest 
for many days, Alum was declared 
“Not Guilty” by a majority of 5 
to 1 in the Jury. 

In spite of the acquittal there 
was a gencral belief in -Alum’s 
guilt. That belief was helghtened 
by the fact that there was some 
suspicion of his having been con- 
nected with the famous “Thistle” 
Massacre, for which he recefved 
aga reward a blue button and 
$9,000. The 11 foreign passen- 


‘gers on the Thistle, it will be re- 


called, had been drowned, burned, 
or assassinated; ‘several heads 
were wrapped in handkerchiefs 
and taken by the assassins to 
Canton, probably to cluim the re- 
ward offered for such a deed, 

Was Alum guilty or not? The 
records of the trial reveal some 
juteresting aspects of the case 
that seem’ to account for the 
general belief in his guilt. Of the 
60 prisoners, 10 were tried. Alum 
himself had been in gaol mort 
than once and he appeared to have 
strong . motives ‘for committing 
this crime. It-+was argued that 
his affairs were in a prospering 
atate, but by the evidence of vari- 


_ ous dealers it seemed that he was- 


on the verge of bankruptcy. Had 
his crime been consummated, he 
would have been a high Mandarin 
at Canton with money enough to 
settle all his debts, and the numer- 
ous crimes conceived to have been 
committed by him would have 
been wiped out in. his country- 
men’s cyes, 

Alum had previously refused to 
buy flour because he was’ unable 
to pay the price demanded; now 
he bought the’ flour at a higher 
price than at that which he had 
refused before. It was bought on 
the condition that.it was not to be 
paid for until the month of March. 
Perchance, when the money be- 
came due, he would elther be'a 
dead man or a high Mandarin at 
Canton! To other merchants he 
owed sums from $900 to $15,000. 

He knew that he and hia family 
wero not safe while they remain- 
ed’ in Hong Kong, ‘where there 
were no. leas than 68 Mandarins. 
He dared not,go to Canton with- 
out committing some heavy crime 
against the foreigners as no proof 
of his allegiance to.the Mandarins, 
or he would be beheaded. We may, 
too, have feared Aheep, one of his 
employees who had ‘been present 
at the “Thistle’ massacre. When 
Aheep had been unwilling to give 
evidence at the Coroner's inquest 
on the burnt body, found in the 


. Thistle, Alum did not dismiss him | 


from his service but took him into 
more intimate confidence and 
placed him in a higher position of 
trust. , 2 

The steward of the Shamrock 
said that when everyone became 
ill, they thought that the Chinese 
had poisoned the water casks, but 
soon found out that it was the 
bread. The crew were nll too sick 


to work when _ they arrived at_ dough _.was__ mixed... When... the 


Macao, and coolies had to be hired 
to discharge the cargo. He sald 
he saw three of Alum’s family 
sick, but Alum ‘appeared quite 
well, ; 

Alum’s father was seen for the 
first time at Macao, when he asked 
the Captain to return to. Hong 
Kong that night. He said that it 
was very bad ‘pidgin’ on- board, 
and offered the Captain. $50, 
Alum later told the Captain that 
it looked suspicious hia leaving 
Hong Kong that day, and also 
that his children were - sick. 
“Littee pidgin,” he said, “and a

Then he offered ‘the Captain $100. ° 


The nurse of Alum’s children 
sald that Alum = did not aleep at 
the bakery the night before; he 
slept, as usual, at the shop. They 
had no breakfast before starting 
off on the Shamrock, but two sorts 
of brend were packed to take, with 
them—large loaves of the common 
size, and small brend made for the 
occasion. Alum gave the childron 
one of the small loaves cach, and, 
after eating them, they were sick. 
As everyone on the boat wag sick, 
Alum said those in Hong Kong 
muat also be’ sick, and they had- 
better start back at once, Alum 
claimed that he, too, was sick 
but that was apparent to none. 
The Chinese do not care for bread, 
bit Alum took nothing else. Why 
on that morning did he  evinco 
such a partiality, for bread? Dur 
ing the 18 days he had been In 
ctistody he had neither tasted nor 
asked for bread. 

Could it not, after all, be on 
account of his family: being pol- 
soned that Alum wished’ so earn- 
estly to return to Hong Kong ‘that 
night? Was it not possible that: 

«because of his business with the 

Europeans some Chincse might 
have maliciously done this injury 
to him? Or might he not havo 
quarrelled with any of his men? 

But the prisoners were all con- 
nected with the shop, and must all 
have connived ut the poisoning of 
the bread. It would have been 
impossible for any one man to mix' 
in 10)]bs. of arsenic unknown to 
the overseers, and without the 
knowledge of those employed tn 
the shop. Alum was atthe bakery 
between the houra of 4 p.m, and 
5 pm. on the 14th, when, the 
bread left the shop on the 15th, 
Alum .and his father were attend- 
ing In the shop. The poison could 
not have been mixed in, the yenst 
or flour, as the most careful tests 
failed to find any trace in the 
portions discovered in the bakery. 
Tt must then Have been mixed 
with the dough. ' 

. There was no actual proof that 
_Alum received any reward, and, if 
‘he had, would it have been worth 
his while to pofson the community 
he had, in defiance of his country- 
men, sold bread to? . Would he 
have ‘been so inhuman as to give 
polson to his own children, the 
youngest quite’ a baby, and both 
boys? The children had bread and 
were sick, while everyone knows 
that a  Chinaman's 
especially his boys, are of  firat 
importance. : 

‘The children, though, might 
simply have been seasick, as they 
were quite well again after Iand- 
ing in Hong Kong. Alum, it must 
be remembered, had ordered 
apecial small loaves to be made for 
the children, probably from the 
confectionary dough which was 
not poisoned. F 

Why, too,-should he say, “Any 
man have die Hong Kong sido?” 
Who told him there was mortality 
in the case? 

_It was atrongly felt that tho 
erime owed its origin to the In- 
fluence of the Mandarins, and if 
Alum was not punished the Chin- 
ese would despise British Iaw and 
continue their attempts, and tho 
crowds hissed at the verdict of 
“Not Guilty.”

Moderately priced flats in the 
business section of ‘the town 
would be snapped up like - hot 
cakes, whereas there is a grave 
possibility that claborate suites 
of offices, however modern and de- 
sirable, may, in this time of de- 
pression be wasting’ their swect- 
ness on the desert afr. 


Food Hawkers 

The problem of hawkers is just 
as much a nuisance here as. in 
most Eastern citles, and it 
reaches its maximum importance 
in the summer, when tho possibl- 
lities of food and drink contam- 
ination are so much greater dur- 
ing the heat than af other times. 

‘It must be admitted that licensed 
food sellers fill a legitimate need 
for the Chinese section of the 
community during: the night, and 
ns they are operating under a 
Neence they must be given a 
reasonable opportunity of earn- 
ing their living, though their 
street cries may be a gsourca. of 
annoyance to some people. 

The fmportant point is that vi- 
gilance should never bo rolaxed 
in the matter -of enforcing a 
standard of cleanliness. It is 

: extremely common to see a food 
hawker conveying, a_couple of

trays of ' cooked and uncooked 
food along a crowded and dirty 
street with no sort of covering 
or other means ‘of protecting it 
from contaminated air. This 
sort of thing should not be al- 


dowed. 


. Nor should a spectacle I saw a 
few days ago at the Chater Road 
— Pedder Street crossing be 
possible in a civilised commun- 
ity. It was n Chinese boy riding 
a three-wheeled cycle-cart on - 
which reposed the carcnase of’ a 
newly-slain pix in all its repul- 
sive nudity. There are: better 
things .to be seen ona bright 
morning before breakfast. 


Independence Day 

“Independence Day” is one of 
the few national anniversaries 
that. Americans’ abroad always 
honour with. the appropriate 
rites, and the local American 
community is no exception, ‘There 


‘used to be a time not so long 


ago when the official s%ction of 
the American community | was 
forced to do its celebrating on 
sarsaparilla or grape juice, but 
those unhappy days are now no 
more, and mint juleps,. horse's 
necks and the like are not only 
appropriate but may be indulg- 


“ed in without the slightest risk 


of impropriety. Last Thursday's 
cheery gathering of local U. S. 
nationals only interrupted the 
galety_for_a__ brief. moment_._to_. 


Majesty the King and “Inde- 
pendence Day,” which were drunk 
with all the honours. 
Incidentally, during the high 
days of prohibition, it is said 
that a certain Grape Juice con- 
coction was extensively sold in 


‘the United States, guaranteed to 


comply with the prohibition laws 
in every respect. 

But on the label, in large 
warning characters, was the le- 
gend: : 

“Do not keep this bottle in a 
warm place or the contents will , 
ferment and become alcoholic,” 

It is only appropriate that the 
genius who thought of that 
should not go for ever unsung. 


“Lady Precious Stream” 

A lady recently returned from 
England who ~ saw the London 
presentation of the Chinese play 
“Lady Precious Stream” remark- 
ed to me only this weck that it 


» Was.a perfect example of the syn- 


thesis of a Chinese theme and 
substantial borrowings from the 
Occidenttal theatre, representing 
a pionecring attempt to revolu- 
tioniso the stage art of China. 
The play itself, of course, was 
grected with most Inavish  en- 
comiums from the critics, which 
were ao guarantee of ita artistic 
merit, because the. critics in Eng- 
land are generally capable and 


honest; that it was also a box-office 


draw only served to show that a 

sucecésful play need not always 

be s second-rate ‘one. The. ox- 

poriment, in short, was so suc-, 
cessful, that it’ is to be repented 

with another play from the same 

author.

Picture after picture is labelled 
by its optimf{stic producers 
“colossal,” - “stupendous,” “the 
greatest in the world,” “a -picture 
that will tear you from your 
scat,” “incomparably the finest 
picture ever produced,” ‘etc., etc, 
until the average’ movie-goer be- 
comes heartily sick of. the flam- 
buoyant hyperbole no less‘ than 
the continual disappointment of 
seeing something moderately good 
‘when he was led to expect somo- 
thing altogether out of the ordin- 
ary. Again 1 say, presumably 
the producers know their own 
business best. 


But it is astonishing to think that 
no producer of a picture has yet 
had the courage to say something 
like this: “We have endeavour-- 
ed to give you: as good a picturo 
as the theme allowed. It is neither 
the epic of the century nor the 
most colossal thing ever produced. 
But it is a competently pro- 
duced film which we think will 
appeal to you as entertainmont, 
and we make no extravagant 
claims about {ts quality.” = - 

If such an appeal did not result 
in a wholehenrted responso on 
the part of the picture-going . 
community, if would be most sur- 
prising. —

UNI USTIFIED C CRITICISM | 


SCIENCE NOT THE ENEMY . 
OF RELIGION 


(By Rev. J. N. 


N Inst week's article we dis- 
I cusred the question, whether 
Christians should be churchgoers. 
Carrying ‘on the . subject of -the 
Church, Iet us tackle the vexed 
question of to-day, 1 “Has the 
Church failed?” 

It is often alleged: as a proof of 
their failure, that churches are so 
often empty. In England St fs a 
staygering fact. Thank God the 
same cannot be suid of the Chris- 
tian churches of Hong Kong. To 
attend a service in a Chinese 
church is.a positive inspiration. 
But at home people do not seem 
to want the churches. Cinemas, 
football matches, race ‘mectings. 
theatres, attract their thousands, 
but in the Hfe of the ordinary 
individual the churches seem to 
play 2 very small prrt. 

What Have They Done? 

Or we are told to turn to the 
record of the Churches. Where is 
their influence? Have they ever 
availed anything? «They did not 
atop the War. The Pope sat on 
the fence, the German churches 
prayed to their God to give them 
victory, as did our own. The War 
definitely revealed their failure. 

“What have they done about un- 
employment?” asks the man in'the 
street. “Failed again’? he replies 
in the same breath. They have 
put up vocational centres, | where 
men can mend their own boots, 
they have opened social centres 
where the unemployed can play 
billiards; but thnt docs not touch 
the problem. No policy hag been 
produced to uproot evil, many 
churches’ do not seem even to 
bother about it. 

Again, the world polite at ‘the 
disunity of. the Churches as a 
proof of their failure. “Christians, 
who were meant.to love one an- 
other, whose Muaster..- prayed that 
they may all be one even as He 
and The Father were one, are split 
up. into innumerable sects and 
cannot even worship the same God 
in the same Houses.” 

~ Moreover--- has _..modern 
science proved the teachings of 
the Churches to be anemrces 
about evolution? ‘Hasn't 
that upset the story of the crea- 
tion? Can you really expect a 


‘ithinking man to belfeve all the 


Churches tench? Science has sim- 
ply undermined them. And 60 on 
and so forth. 

Is Criticism Justified? 

Such‘ are some of the criticisms 
levelled so often -against the 
Churches, and believed to be true 
by countless numbers of people. 
Well, are they justified? Have the 
Churches really failed? Let us 
take the above statements in 
order,, and see how fort water 
they hold.

“Yet would you say that Christ 
hag failed? That He has outlived 
His usefulness? That He {s out of 
date? It waa-the people tho 
failed, not He. -And to a very 
Jarge extent the same is true to- 
day. The Church stil! in its 
essence stands for self-sacrifice, 
purity ‘of life, self-denial, working 
for something for which there fs 
no material reward, and to the 
vast majority . of people it is an 
unattractive policy. 
so many churches 


are empty. 
Christ asks too much. ‘ 


Empty: Vesscla 


It is a strange thing, but true, 
that the ones who are doing’ some- 
thing for their Church, trying to 
Hve up to what it teaches, are not 
the ones who cry the loudest that 
the Churches have failed, but those 
who do-nothing. It is, a8 ever, 
the emptiest barrels which make 
the most noise. 

It has to be admitted: that the 
Churches failed to-avert the War. 
But the whole thing came 50 
suddenly, and we all went mad at 
the same time, All the -same I 
don’t know of any other body that 
has the least likelihood of prevent- 
ing more Wars in the future. If 
all the Christian Churches In all 
countries ‘made it quite plain, that 
fever again will they ~ take part 
in another war, it would. have 
a pretty sqlutary effect. 

With regard to unemployment. 
The Churches have always taught 
that with the application of Chris- 
tian ‘principles to business and 
economic life, unemployment would 
disappear. It Is not the-work of 
the Church to devise systems of so- 
cicty: that is the work of poli- 
ticlane and economists. 

The disunity of the Churches is 
undoubtedly a disgrace, and it is 
quite true that it hinders their 
effective witness. But we must 
remember that these divisions 
have been in existence for hun- 
dreds of years, and that in our 
own time great steps havo ‘been 
made towards re-union. It is pos- 
sible that within our.lifetime wo 
shall see’ the complete . union. of 
the Anglican .Church and Non- 
conformity. : 

* Science And The Church
